Plans for the “ Commonwealth 
of tha Philippines,” worked.ont by 
a few prominent Amariocans and 
Filipinos, the Istter all in pudtic 
life, have been engrossed in a 
written document, and copies for. 
warded tothe United States. 

One of tha main features of the 
plan is provision foran American 
high commissioner who would be 
an adviser to the Philippine Com- 
monwealth and would have the au- 
thority to veto temporarily mea- 
auresaffecting Ameticans and for- 
eigners-—this latter, it is said, be- 
cause of America's-treaty obtiga- 
tions and her continued sponsor- 
ship of .the proposed common- 
woalth, . 

The following are the provisions 
of the plan >— 

“There shall be created and es- 
tablished by law of congress the 
“Independent Commonwealth of 
the. Philippines” that will enjoy 
and exercise all power, rights’ 
and privileges inherent in.an in- 
dependent commonwealth, snb- 
ject to the limitations specified 
in this law. (It is the draft of a 
bill to be presented to congress). 

“ The government of the Philip- 
pines shall-exercise all executive, 
legislative and judicial powers 
inherent ‘to an independent 
commonwealth, subject to the 
limitations specified in this law. 

“The form acd powers of the 
Philippine Government shall be 
auch as the Filipino people may 
determine under a constitution 
that may ‘be adopted by said 
peopte and spproved by the 
president af the United States.

“Tne Philippine Government 
shall concade, to the United 

States, in perpetuity and aurdject 
to complete control, all lands, | 
rights, property, ports, atc., 
as may ba considered neces- 
sary for American commerce 
and military porposes: and no 
other similar concession shall be 
granted to any other nation. 
vj {The Philippine Government 
sball guarantee thatall American 
citizens shall always enjoy equal 
opportunity and-trestment ss 
Filipinos enjoy themselves—in 
all questions relating to American 
citizens, corporations and Philip- 
pine corporations controlled by 
Americans. 

“No treaty or -obligation - of 
whatever nature, commercis! or 
otherwise, shall be entered into 
by the Philippine Government 
without the consent and approval 
of the United States Government. 

“The present commercial rela- 
tions batween the Philippines and 
the United States shall be main- 
tained. (This has reference to 
the free trade between the islands

“The coustitution hereinbefore 
referred to shsll not be amended 
except upon provious spproval of 
the president of tha United

LABOUR IN CANTON. 


Residents in this Colony not 
only feel a sentimental interest 
in Canton bat realise that they 
are often directly affected by 
events there,- since these are 


liable to exercise a reflex infla., 


ence upon Hongkong. Particu- 
larly is this the case in relation 
to & notice just issued by Gonerat 
Ngai Bong-ping, who recently 
succeeded General Chan King- 
ming as Military Governor at 
Canton. Geuers! Ngai states 
thet, as he is responsible for 
public order in the city, he will 
hold to account the Chairmen of 
all Guilds jn respect of illegal 
activities by any Guild membars. 
Considerable speculation exists 
asto what this declaration pres- 
ages. General Ngai gives a 
hiat when he reminds the Guilds 
that itis his duty to ponish all 
Isw-breakers. He adds his coun- 
sel that labour disputes should be 
settled by arbitration. 

The notification is‘timely. In 
recent months the City of Rams 
has witnessed a number of unruly 
Isbour scenes. Dr. Suan, it is well 
Known, bas tent encouragement 
to the movement, and it bas 
probably proceeded much more 
swiftly than he - anticipated, 
Within a twelvemonth there 
have been ‘well over a 
hundred strikes at Canton. So 
far as these related to underpay- 
ment or other defective con- 
ditions, there is nothing to be 
ssid against the activities of 
China's proletariat. The objec- 
tion is that, evidently atimalated 
by extremists. some of the 
workers, or the Guilds, bave 
resorted to intimidation and even 
violence, while trade hae been 
distocated without adequate on- 
dgavour to arrive at « settlement, 
How far the influence of labour 
bas extended was seen in the 
release of Chan Ping-ssog; nor 
is this by any qieana an isolated 
incident. A few days ago s-large 
crowd ‘assembled at. a Canton 
prisog in an attempt to obtain 
the liberation of some Isbour 
men who had been arrested for 


disturbing the peace,- and were 
only induced to disperse by 
the appearance of extra guards 
and a promise that the matter 
should receive prompt. atteation. 
Possibly there is some connection 
between General Ngai’s notice 
and the return to Canton; of im- 
pending return, of General Chan. 
lt msy be that when Dr. San sont 
his own nomiace to ‘replace 
General Chan, the istowrers syp- 
posed that the new Governor 
would be more pliable than" his

To-day, the anniversary & the 
birthday of Queen Victoria, is 
being observed thronghout British 
possessions as an occasion when 
the trae meaning of Empire is 
kept specially in‘ miid. Emnire 
Day was first officialiy recognised 
in 1902, when the Earl of Meath 
inaugurated the festival as“e 
means of training school children 
in-good citizanship. Its objects 
are of the best, since it aims 
at the promotion of sound civic 
and Imperial ideas and 
recognition of the respansibilities 
as well as the privileges which 
fait on Britain becanse ‘ot the 
great charge which haa been 
plsced in her keeping. As each 
anniversary comes round it is 
gratifying to see this aspact of 
the day growingly stressed. We 
should deplore the observance of 
the day were it made morely the 
occasion of flag-waving displays 
and bombastic utterances. That 
not the sptrit in which 
Britons celebrate Empire Day. 
Indeed, we should Say 
that there was never a 
time when a healthier conception 
of Imperia] duties prevailed than 
the present. New responsibilities 
have come to us in receat years, 
and we believe that an honest 
stierapt is being made to live up 
to them in accordance with the 
best traditions of British role. Our 
statesmen, in Imperial! matters, 
sre following broad and liberal 
policies which accord with the 
spirit of the age, and,in the face 
of big problems, are seeking “to 
toaintain Britain’s high ideals as 
a civilising and progressive 
influence. 


The Canton Coup. 

The news which came through 
yesterday afternoon from Canton, 
to which only « passing reference 
in. our leader was possible, has 
pot a oew if not altogether un- 
expected complexion on the 
situation there. Chan King-ming 
hes evidently not been asleep 
since he left Canton, and though 
zbsent” from the scene be has 
apparently mapped.aat a plage by 
which,.ooce Sun Yat-sen was ont 
of the way, he could secure cam- 
mand of the Southern head- 
quarters. Reports are to the 
effect that he is virtually in that 
position now, and if he returns to 
the scene of his former labours 
wemay depend upon it thet he 
will take a lot ofshifting. 332em- 
ingly he is tightening bis hold 
on affairs, ‘for General Ngai 
Bong-ping, ever an opportunist, 
has had to acknowledge his sway. 
We bava been -told again and 
agein that Chan and Sun Yat-sen 
are not at enmity. That assertion 
we have never been able to accept, 
and this Istest development 
strongly supporss the belief that 
the two are at daggers. drawn. 
Sua .now looks like being 
placed in a cleft stick and it 
will be jntersely interesting to 
see what hia next step will be. 
Anyhow, Chan’s return. to take 
charge in Canton would be 
greatly welcomed by the sober 
elements, for he has shown him- 
self a capable and far-seeing 
administrator. 


U.S. Co-operation. 
America’s abstention from con- 
ferences in Europe since. the 
Treaty of Versailles bas been s 
frequent subject of lament Uncle 
Sam was understood to bave held 
aloof from Genoa because politi- 
cal issues were likely to come 
under discussion, instead of the 
conference being restricted to 
purely economic questions. The 
objection -appears . surprising, 
because the political conclusions 
reached were of a kind that one 
would expect to find sndor- 
sed by European and American 
slike. Surely no American 
ean feel aggrieved at the 
European Powers: taking a 
leaf out of the Washington con- 
ference book by entering into.a 
non-aggression pact, The Cannes 
resolutions were formelly con- 
firmed ;«there was no gretuitoos 
introduction of politica! issues, to 
speak of, Anothor objection raised 
by Washington was that America 
could not participate so long as 
Russia refused to recognise her 
forsigndabts.

A Hongkong Skyscraper. 


Tenders for constenction work 
in connection witb the new Asiatic 
Petroleum Company's building 
io Queen’s Road Central are be- 
ing cated for from local contrac- 
tors, the plans having been com- 
pleted by the architects, Messrs. 
Palmer and Turner. “A repres- 


entative of the Te/egrapA was this 


morning shown the designs by 
Mr. Anderson of this letter firm, 
who explained the details, 
He said that the main front 
of the proposed building will face. 
Queen’s Road Cantral, and will 
be 210 feet in height from the 
pavement, a feature being made 
of a tower and main entrance 
which will-be visible through 
Pedder Street from the water. 
front. " . 

The building will have eight 
storeys, with large roof areas 
utilisable: as roof gardens. Steel 
frames will be used in the main 
construction work, the materia! 
for which is about to be 
dispatched from England 
The walls will be granite-faced 
to the first floor level, and 
above that will be of brick, faced 
with granite cement’ plaster 
similar to that recently used on 
the new annexe of the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank. It is propos- 
edtoreserve the ground floor for 
a bank witb its own entrance. A 
second entrance, giving accees to 
three lifts and -staircase, will 
serve the upper floors. A goods 
lift, an innovation for. Hongkong, 
wilt also be provided in the rear. 

The first, second, third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth floors are all 
designed for office accommoda- 
tion for which sa maximum 
amoant of well-lighted space, 
free from columns and other 
obstructions, has bees obtained. 
An open ares, covered-in’ with « 
plate glass toof, will be centrally. 
placed in the building and this 
should give plenty ‘of light and 
ventilation, io addition to other 
air-abafts, to the building. 

On the ‘seventh floor Hving 
accommodation will be provided 
in two flats each consisting of « 
hall, living room, dining room end 
two bedrooms, also bathroom and

“SHANTUNG RAILWAY 
REDEMPTION. 


Dr. Wellington Koo’s Views. 


Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese 
Minister to Great Britain, last 
week delivered an address before 
the Association for the Redemp- 
tion of the Shantung Railway 
at the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce, Shanghai. ;

Rowse ‘Armstrong, a Wolsh 
solicitor and an M.A. of Com- 
bridge, was. tast month found 
guilty of murdering his wife by 
poison, sand sentenced to the 
capital penalty. In many ‘re
